Let  not  mercy  and 
truth  forsake  thee ;  bind 
them  about  thy  neck ;  writo 
them  upon  the  table  of  thine 
heart  :  so  shalt  thou  find 
favour  and  good  understand- 
ing in  the  sight  of  God  and 
man. 

Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all 
thine  heart;  and  lean  not 
unto  thine  own  understand- 
ing.

Hon- 
our the  Lord  with  thy  sub- 
stance, and  with  the  first 
fruits  of  all  thine  increase :

wine. 

My  son,  despise  not  the 
chastening  of  the  Lord  ; 
neither  be  weary  of  his  cor- 
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rection  :  for  whom  the 
Lord  loveth  he  correcteth  ; 
even  as  a  father  the  son  in 
whom  he  delighteth. 

HAPPY  is  the  man  that 
findeth  wisdom,  and 
the  man  that  getteth  under- 
standing. For  the  merchan- 
dise of  it  is  better  than  the 
merchandise  of  silver,  and 
the  gain  thereof  than  fine 
gold.  She  is  more  precious 
than  rubies :  and  all  the 
things  thou  canst  desire  are 
not  to  be  compared  unto  her. 
Length  of  days  is  in  her 
right  hand ;  and  in  her  left 
hand  riches  and  honour. 
Her  ways  are  ways  of  pleas- 
antness, and  all  her  paths 
are  peace.  She  is  a  tree  of 
life  to  them  that  lay  hold 
upon  her;  and  happy  is 
every  one  that  retaineth  her. 
The  Lord  by  wisdom  hath 
founded  the  earth ;  by  un- 
derstanding hath  He  estab- 
lished the  heavens.  By  His 
knowledge  the  depths  are 
broken  up,  and  the  clouds 
drop  down  the  dew. 

My  son,  let  not  them  de- 
part from  thine  eyes ;  keep 
sound  wisdom  and  discre- 
tion: so  shall  they  be  life 
unto  thy  soul,  and  grace  to 
thy  neck.

and  hands  that  shed  inno- 
cent blood,  an  heart  that 


deviseth  wicked  imagina- 
tions, feet  that  be  swift  in 
running  to  mischief,  a  false 
witness  that  speaketh  lies, 
and  he  fhat  soweth  discord 
among  brethren. 

My  son,  keep  thy  father's 
commandment,  and  forsake 
not  the  law  of  thy  mother : 
bind  them  continually  upon 
thine  heart,  and  tie  them 
about  thy  neck.

er be  broken  at  the  fountain, 
or  the  wheel  broken  at  the 
cistern  :  then  shall  the  dust 
return  to  the  earth  as  it  was ; 
and  the  spirit  shall  return 
unto  God  who  gave  it 


Cessans  from  tlje  Nero  Testament. 


I. 


KNOW  ye  not  that  so 
many  of  us  as  were 
baptized  into  Jesus  Christ, 
were  baptized  into  his  death  ? 
Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death ; 
that  like  as  Christ  was  raised 
up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also 
should  walk  in  newness  of 
life.  For  if  we  have  been 
planted  together  in  the  like- 
ness of  his  death,  we  shall 
be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his 
resurrection:  knowing  this, 
that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  Mm,  that  the  body  of 
sin  might  be  destroyed,  that 
henceforth  we  should  not 
serve  sin.  For  he  that  is 
dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now 


if  we  be  dead  with  Christ, 
we  believe  that  we  shall  also 
live  with  him  :  knowing 
that  Christ,  being  raised  from 
the  dead,  dieth  no  more  ; 
death  hath  no  more  dominion 
over  him.  For  in  that  he 
died,  he  died  unto  sin  once  : 
but  in  that  he  liveth,  he 
liveth  unto  God.  Likewise 
reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to 
be  dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but 
alive  unto  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

Let  not  sin  therefore  reign 
in  your  mortal  body,  that  ye 
should  obey  it  in  the  lusts 
thereof  Neither  yield  ye 
your  members  as  instru- 
ments of  unrighteousness 
unto  sin :  but  yield  your- 
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selves  unto  God,  as  those 
that  are  alive  from  the  dead, 
and  your  members  as  instru- 
ments of  righteousness  unto 
God.  For  sin  shall  not  have 
dominion  over  you :  for  ye 
are  not  under  the  law,  but 
under  grace. 

II. 

AND  you  hath  he  quick- 
ened, who  were  dead  in 
trespasses  and  sins  ;  where- 
in in  time  past  ye  walked 
according  to  the  course  of 
this  world,  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the 
air,  the  spirit  that  now  work- 
eth  in  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience :  among  whom  also 
we  all  had  our  conversation 
in  times  past  in  the  lusts  of 
our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  de- 
sires of  the  flesh  and  of  the 
mind;  and  were  by  nature 
the  children  of  wrath,  even 
as  others.  But  God,  who  is 
rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great 
love  wherewith  he  loved  us, 
even  when  we  were  dead  in 
sins,  hath  quickened  us  to- 
gether with  Christ,  (by  grace 
ye  are  saved  ;)  and  hath 
raised  us  up  together,  and 
made  us  sit  together  in  heav- 
enly places  in  Christ  Jesus: 
that  in  the  ages  to  come  he 
might  show  the  exceeding 
riches  of  his  grace,  in  his 
kindness  toward  us  through 


Christ  Jesus.  For  by  grace 
are  ye  saved  through  faith  ; 
and  that  not  of  j^ourselves  ; 
it  is  the  gift  of  God :  not 
of  works,  lest  any  man  should 
boast.  For  we  are  his  work- 
manship, created  in  Christ 
Jesus  unto  good  works, 
which  God  hath  before  or- 
dained that  we  should  walk 
in  them. 

III. 

THIS  I  say  then,  Walk  in 
the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall 
not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. 
For  the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
against  the  flesh  :  and  these 
are  contrary  the  one  to  the 
other ;  so  that  ye  cannot  do 
the  things  that  ye  would. 
But  if  ye  be  led  by  the  Spir- 
it, ye  are  not  under  the  law. 
Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are  these ; 
Adultery,  fornication,  un- 
cleanness,  lasciviousness, 
idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred, 
variance,  emulations,  wrath, 
strife,  seditions,  heresies, 
envyings,  murders,  drunk- 
enness, revellings,  and  such 
like  :  of  the  which  I  tell  you 
before,  as  I  have  also  told 
you  in  time  past,  that  they 
which  do  such  things  shall 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God.  But  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
long-cuffering,  gentleness, 
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goodness,  faith,  meekness, 
temperance :  against  such 
there  is  no  law.  And  they 
that  are  Christ's  have  cruci- 
fied the  flesh,  with  the  affec- 
tions and  lusts.  If  we  live 
in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also  walk 
in  the  Spirit.  Let  us  not  be 
desirous  of  vain-glory,  pro- 
voking one  another,  envying 
one  another. 

IV. 

MOREOVER,  brethren, 
I  would  not  that  ye 
should  be  ignorant,  how  that 
all  our  fathers  were  under 
the  cloud,  and  all  passed 
through  the  sea  ;  and  were 
all  baptized  unto  Moses  in 
the  cloud  and  in  the  sea; 
and  did  all  eat  the  same 
spiritual  meat;  and  did  all 
drink  the  same  spiritual 
drink ;  (for  they  drank  of 
that  spiritual  Rock  that  fol- 
lowed them :  and  that  Rock 
was  Christ :)  but  with  many 
of  them  God  was  not  well 
pleased :  for  they  were  over- 
thrown in  the  wilderness. 

Now  these  things  were  our 
examples,  to  the  intent  we 
should  not  lust  after  evil 
things,  as  they  also  lusted. 
Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as 
were  some  of  them  ;  as  it  is 
written,  The  people  sat  down 
to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up 
to  play.  Neither  let  us  com- 


mit fornication,  as  some  of 
them  committed,  and  fell  in 
one  day  three  and  twenty 
thousand.  Neither  let  us 
tempt  Christ,  as  some  of 
them  also  tempted,  and  were 
destroyed  of  serpents.  Neith- 
er murmur  ye,  as  some  of 
them  also  murmured,  and 
were  destroyed  of  the  de- 
stoyer.  Now  all  these  things 
happened  unto  them  for  en- 
samples  :  and  they  are  writ- 
ten for  our  admonition,  upon 
whom  the  ends  of  the  world 
are  come.  Wherefore  let 
him  that  thinketh  he  stand- 
eth,  take  heed  lest  he  fall. 

V. 

BEWARE  lest  any  man 
spoil  you  through  phil- 
osophy and  vain  deceit,  after 
the  tradition  of  men,  after 
the  rudiments  of  the  world, 
and  not  after  Christ.  For  in 
him  dwelleth  all  the  fulness 
of  the  Godhead  bodily  ;  and 
ye  are  complete  in  him, 
which  is  the  head  of  all  prin- 
cipality and  power :  in  whom 
also  ye  are  circumcised  with 
the  circumcision  made  with- 
out hands,  in  putting  off  the 
body  of  the  sins  of  the 
flesh  by  the  circumcision  of 
Christ,  buried  with  him  in 
baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are 
risen  with  him  through  the 
faith  of  the  operation  of  God, 
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who  hath  raised  him  from 
the  dead.  x\nd  you,  being 
dead  in  your  sins  and  the  un- 
circumcision  of  your  flesh, 
hath  he  quickened  together 
with  him,  having  forgiven 
you  all  trespasses ;  blotting 
out  the  hand-writing  of  or- 
dinances that  was  against  us, 
which  was  contrary  to  us, 
and  took  it  out  of  the  way, 
nailing  it  to  his  cross :  arid 
having  spoiled  principalities 
and  powers,  he  made  a  show 
of  them  openly,  triumphing 
over  them  in  it. 

Let  no  man  therefore  judge 
you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or 
in  respect  of  an  holy-day,  or 
of  the  new-moon,  or  of  the 
sabbath-day.s :  which  are  a 
shadow  of  things  to  come ; 
but  the  body  is  of  Christ. 
Let  no  man  beguile  you  of 
your  reward  in  a  voluntary 
humility  and  worshipping  of 
angels,  intruding  into  those 
things  which  he  hath  not 
fieen,  vainly  puffed  up  by  his 
flesh] v  mind,  and  not  hold- 
ing the  Head,  from  which 
all  the  body  by  joints  and 
bands  having  nourishment 
ministered,  and  knit  togeth- 
er, increaseth  with  the  in- 
crease of  God. 

VI. 

WHAT  doth  it  profit, 
my  brethren,  though 


a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and 
have  not  works?  can  faith 
save  him?  If  a  brother  or 
sister  be  naked,  and  destitute 
of  daily  food,  and  one  of 
you  say  unto  them,  Depart 
in  peace,  be  ye  warmed  and 
filled  ;  notwithstanding  ye 
give  them  not  those  things 
which  are  needful  to  the 
body  ;  what  doth  it  profit  ? 
Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not 
works,  is  dead,  being  alone. 
Yea,  a  man  may  say,  Thou 
hast  faith,  and  I  have  works : 
show  me  thy  faith  without 
thy  works,  and  I  will  show 
thee  my  faith  by  my  works. 
Thou  believest  that  there  is 
one  God;  thou  doest  well: 
the  devils  also  believe,  and 
tremble.  But  wilt  thou 
know,  0  vain  man,  that  faith 
without  works  is  dead  ?  Was 
not  Abraham  our  father  jus- 
tified by  works,  when  he  had 
offered  Isaac  his  son  upon 
the  altar  ?  Seest  thou  how 
faith  wrought  with  his  works, 
and  by  works  was  faith  made 
perfect  ?  And  the  scripture 
was  fulfilled  which  saith, 
Abraham  believed  God,  and 
it  was  imputed  unto  him  for 
righteousness :  and  he  was 
called  the  Friend  of  God. 
Ye  see  then  how  that  by 
works  a  man  is  justified,  and 
not  by  faith  only.  Likewise 
also  was  not  Rahab  the  har- 
lot justified  by  works,  when 
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she  had  received  the  mes- 
sengers, and  had  sent  thepi 
out  another  way  ?  For  as 
the  body  without  the  spirit 
is  dead,  so  faith  without 
works  is  dead  also. 


vn. 

GRACE  and  peace  be 
multiplied  unto  you 
through  the  knowledge  of 
God,  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord. 

According  as  his  divine 
power  hath  given  unto  us  all 
things  that  pertain  unto  life 
and  godliness,  through  the 
knowledge  of  him  that  hath 
called  us  to  glory  and  virtue  : 
whereby  are  given  unto  us 
exceeding  great  and  precious 
promises ;  that  by  these  ye 
might  be  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature,  having  escaped 
the  corruption  that  is  in  the 
world  through  lust. '  And 
besides  this,  giving  all  dili- 
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gence,  add  to  your  faith  vir- 
tue ;  and  to  virtue  knowl- 
edge ;  and  to  knowledge, 
temperance ;  and  to  temper- 
ance patience  ;  and  to  pa- 
tience godliness  ;  and  to 
godliness  brotherly  kind- 
ness ;  and  to  brotherly  kind- 
ness charity.  For  if  these 
things  be  in  you,  and  abound, 
they  make  you  that  ye  shall 
neither  be  barren  nor  un- 
fruitful in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  J esus  Christ :  but 
he  that  lacketh  these  things 
is  blind,  and  cannot  see  afar 
off,  and  hath  forgotten  that 
he  was  purged  from  his  old 
sins.  AVherefore  the  rather, 
brethren,  give  diligence  to 
make  your  calling  and  elec- 
tion sure  :  for  if  ye  do  these 
things,  ye  shall  never  fall : 
For  so  an  entrance  shall  be 
ministered  unto  }rou  abund- 
antly into  the  everlasting 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
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®l)e  ©rber  of  Confirmation, 

OR  LAYING  ON  OF  HANDS  UPON  THOSE  WHO  ARB 
BAPTIZED,  AND  COME  TO  YEARS  OF  DISCRETION. 

Upon  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  "be  then  confirmed, 
being  placed  and  standing  in  order  before  the  Bishop  ; 
he,  or  some  other  Minister  appointed  by  him,  shall 
read  this  Preface  following. 

TO  the  end  that  Confirmation  may  be  minis- 
tered to  the  more  edifying  of  such  as  shall 
receive  it,  the  Church  hath  thought  good  to 
order,  that  none  shall  be  confirmed,  but  such 
as  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and 
the  Ten  Commandments ;  and  can  also  answer 
to  such  other  Questions,  as  in  the  short  Cate- 
chism are  contained :  which  order  is  very  con- 
venient to  be  observed;  to  the  end  that  chil- 
dren, being  now  come  to  the  years  of  discretion, 
and  having  learned  what  their  Godfathers  and 
Godmothers  promised  for  them  in  Baptism, 
may  themselves,  with  their  own  mouth  and 
consent,  openly  before  the  Church,  ratify  and 
confirm  the  same ;  and  also  promise  that,  by 
the  grace  of  God,  they  will  evermore  endeavor 
themselves  faithfully  to  observe  such  things  as 
they,  by  their  own  confession,  have  assented 
unto. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say, 

DO  ye  here,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of 
this  congregation,  renew  the  solemn  prom- 
ise and  vow  that  ye  made,  or  that  was  made  in 
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your  name,  at  your  Baptism  ;  ratifying  and  con- 
firming the  same  ;  and  acknowledging  your- 
selves bound  to  believe  and  to  do  all  those 
things  which  ye  then  undertook,  or  your  Spon- 
sors then  undertook  for  you  ? 

And  every  one  shall  audibly  answer, 
I  do. 
Bishop. 

OUR  help  is  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord ; 
Answer.  Who  hath  made  heaven  and 
earth. 

Bishop.  Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord ; 
Answer.  Henceforth,  world  without  end. 
Bishop.  Lord,  hear  our  prayer; 
Answer.  And  let  our  cry  come  unto  Thee. 
Bishop.  Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everliving  God,  who  hast 
vouchsafed  to  regenerate  these  Thy  ser- 
vants by  Water  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  hast 
given  unto  them  forgiveness  of  all  their  sins ; 
strengthen  them,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord, 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter ;  and  daily 
increase  in  them  Thy  manifold  gifts  of  grace ; 
the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  the 
spirit  of  counsel  and  ghostly  strength,  the  spirit 
of  knowledge  and  true  godliness;  and  fill  them, 
O  Lord,  with  the  spirit  of  Thy  holy  fear,  now 
and  for  ever.  Amen. 

Then  all  of  them  in  order  "kneeling  before  the  Bishop,  he 
shall  lay  his  hands  upon  the  head  of  every  one  several- 
ly, saying, 
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DEFEND,  O  Lord,  this  Thy  Child  (or,  this 
Thy  Servant)  with  Thy  heavenly  grace ; 
that  he  may  continue  Thine  for  ever;  and  daily 
increase  in  Thy  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more, 
until  he  come  unto  Thy  everlasting  kingdom. 
Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  sayy 

The  Lord  be  with  you. 
Answer.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

And  all  kneeling  down,  the  Bishop  shall  add, 
Let  us  pray. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven.  Hallowed 
be  Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy 
will  be  done  on  earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give 
us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us 
our  trespasses,  As  we  forgive  those  who  tres- 
pass against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 

And  these  Collects. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  mak- 
est  us  both  to  will  and  to  do  those  things 
which  are  good,  and  acceptable  unto  Thy  Di- 
vine Majesty;  We  make  our  humble  supplica- 
tions unto  Thee  for  these  Thy  servants,  upon 
whom,  after  the  example  of  Thy  holy  Apostles, 
we  have  now  laid  our  hands,  to  certify  them,  by 
this  sign,  of  Thy  favor  and  gracious  goodness 
towards  them.  Let  thy  fatherly  hand,  we  be- 
seech Thee,  ever  be  over  them ;  let  Thy  Holy 
Spirit  ever  be  with  them ;  and  so  lead  them  in

the  knowledge  and  obedience  of  Thy  Word, 
that  in  the  end  they  may  obtain  everlasting 
life ;  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  liveth  and  reigneth, 
ever  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

O ALMIGHTY  Lord,  and  everlasting  God, 
vouchsafe,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  direct, 
sanctify,  and  govern,  both  our  hearts  and  bod- 
ies in  the  ways  of  Thy  laws,  and  in  the  works 
of  Thy  commandments ;  that  through  Thy  most 
mighty  protection,  both  here  and  ever,  we  may 
be  preserved  in  body  and  soul;  through  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

Then  the  Bishop  shall  Mess  them,  saying  thus, 

THE  Blessing  of  God  Almighty,  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  upon  you, 
and  remain  with  you  for  ever.  Amen. 

And  there  shall  none  be  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
until  such  time  as  he  be  confirmed,  or  "be  ready  and  de- 
sirous to  be  confirmed. 
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
